proof been forthcoming that man is 
not the direct creation of God as re- 
corded in Genesis. We protest against 
the imposition of this theory upon 
the minds of our children in denomi- 
national or public schools as if it 
were a definite and established truth 
of science. We insist that this and 
all other theories be dealt with in a 
truly scientific way, that is, in care- 
ful conformity to established facts. 

“2 We record again our unwaver- 
ing adherence to the supernatural ele- 
ments in the Christian religion. ‘The 
Rible is God’s revelation of Himself 
through man moved by the Holy 
Spirit, and is our sufficient, certain 
and authoritative guide in religion. 
Jesus Christ was born of the Virgin 
Mary through the power of the Holy 
Spirit. He was the Divine and eter- 
ral Son of God. He wrought mira- 
cles, healing the sick, casting out de- 
mons, raising the dead. He died as 
the vicarious atoning Saviour of the 
world and was buried. He arose 
again from the dead. The tomb was 
elptied of its contents. In His risen 
hody He appeared many times to His 
disciples. He ascended to the right 
band of the Fatner. He will come 
again in person, the same Jesux who 

from the Mount of Olives. 

“2 We beiieve that sdherence to 
the above truths and facts is a neces- 
sary condition of service for teachers 
in our Baptist schools. These farts 
of Christianity in no way conflict with 
any fact in scienee. We do not sit 
in judgment upon the scientific views 
of teachers of science. We grant 
them the same freedom of research in 
their realm that we claim for our- 
selves in the religious realm. But we 
do insist upon a positive content of 
faith in accordance with the preceding 
statements as a qualification for ac- 
ceptable service in Baptist schools. 
The supreme issue today is between 
naturalism and super-naturalism. We 
stand unalterably for the supernat- 
ural in Christianity. Teachers in our 
schools should be careful to free them- 
selves from any suspicion of disloyalty 
on this point. In the present period 
of agitation and unrest they are 
obligated to make their positions clear, 
We pledge our ‘support to all schools 
and teachers who are thus loyal to 
the facts of Christianity as revealed 
in the Seripture.” 

Language Is Clear. 

The language of the affirmation of 
faith is clear and simple, so that any 
wayfaring man may understand. ‘The 
. Value of scientific investigation is not 
underestimated, but emphasis is 
placed on the person of Jesus Christ 
us the divine Son of God and only 
hope of the world’s redemption.

LEAKS, 

Let’s have a clearer understanding 
of what “leakage of the heart” means. 
It is obvious that a great many per- 
sons have erratic ideas about it. In 
the first place, the term refers to a 
fault in the valves. You know how 
that thing under the hood of your 


flivver loses power when the valves 
begin to leak. It is much the same 
with heart leakage or valvular dis- 
ease. You should at least know that 
a valve is a door which allows fluid 
or gas to pass through but prevents 
he from flowing back. In the flivver, 
| or in automobile engines at any rate. 
‘when the surface of the valve becomes 
irregular from deposits of carbon. 
some backward leakage occurs at the 
times when the valve should prevenr 
just that, and the consequence is loss 
of power. 

There are membraneous valves \e- 
tween the two cavities of the heart, 
(auricle and ventricle) on the right 
and the left sides, and other valves 
between the left ventricle and the 
great artery (aorta) and between the 
right ventricle and the main arterial 
trunk to the lungs. All of these valves 
are covered with the same delicate 
membranes which line the heart, an] 
so they may be damaged by any in- 
flammation which affects the lining 
of the heart. Inflammation of the 
lining of the heart is called endocnr- 
ditis. Valvular heart disease or leak- 
age is practically always the result 
of previous endocarditis. And this 
brings us back to a favorite subject 
of modern medical thought—not the- 
ory, but scientifically demonstrated 
fact—namely, the germs in the case 


Endocarditis without germs as the 
direct, inciting cause would be as in- 
conceivable as smoke without fire. 
So where there are germs, particu- 


larly germs that are specialists hav- 
ing en affinity for certain tissues, we 
look for endocarditis. Some of the 
kinds or strains of germs which ¢om- 
monly cause tonsillitis have a special 
affinity for endothelial tissues or meni- 
branes, and such membranes line the 
joints and line the heart and cover 
the .alves in the heart. In any germ 
infection like tonsillitis, where joint 
inflammation is ‘likely to occur as u 
complication or a sequel, there is like- 
wise a considerable, though gener- 
ally unconsidered, chance that endo- 
carditis and valvular disease may oc- 
cur. As a matter of fact in about a 
third of all eases of valvular leakage 
the origin of the trouble has been an 
unrecognized endocarditis which oc- 
curred shortly after  tonsillitis in 
earlier life. 

When an uninformed person coucvhs 
or sreezes open facedly in the pres- 
ence of other persons, there is no 
telling what proportion of his victims 


will develop valvular disease us a re- 
sult of their unfortunate exposure tu 
the germ laden spray. This may seem 
pretty thick to the unsophisticated, 
but I am trying to explain what and 
why heart leakage is. In another 
talk we'll consider how valvular leak- 
age Ltehaves—but I promise you we'll 
serve no symptoms; so if you wang 
to know how to tell whether you've 
got it I can say right here that the 
only way is to have your doctor ex- 
amine you and find out.

Need Business Sense. 


The more money is paid to carry 
on our governments, whether federal, 
state or local, the less there remains 
for investment in business. If eur 
governments were carried on as pri- 
vate businesses are carried on, it is 
quite likely our taxes would be re- 
duced very mgterially. Efforts to in- 
stitute more economic methods are in- 
cessanut but relatively unproductive. 

The best we can do to reduce ex- 
penditures is to insist upon and carry 
vut a general and rigid retrenchment.

Of Occupational Opportunities 


It has been announced that Miss 
Anne Stephens, director of the Op- 
portunity school, has been chosen by 
the Southern Woman’s Educational 
Alliance to make the study of occu- 


pational opportunities in Atlanta 
at the close of her duties at the 
Opportunity school on June 11, and 
will have adequate assistance for com- 
pleting the study during the summer. 
No such study has ever been made in 
Atlanta and its announcement is 
eliciting many expressions of satis- 
faction from educational institutions, 
emrdoyment agencies and from civic 
groups of various kinds. 

Miss Stephens is eminently quali- 
fied by education and practical ex- 
perience for making such a_ study. 
She is an A. B., of the University of 
Cincinnati, having assisted there in 
the department of social science, and 
having studied at the Chicago School 
of Civics and Philanthropy and in the 
University of California. 


She has worked at social and eco- 


many angles and so can understand 
the vecupational problems relating to 
them, having been connected with the 
Associated Charities and also with 
the vocational bureaus of both Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago, in the state-city 
free employment bureau of Cinci- 
nati and later as employment cer- 
tificate secretary of the Cincinnati 
School Vocation bureau. Later she 
was personnel worker in an Atlanta 
cracker and candy factory where she 
organized the yersonnel department, 
and in 1922 she became the employ- 
ment counsellor for the Atlanta Op- 
portunity school, where she is now 
the director and ig responsible for 
its rapid growth. 

The study will disclose fields of 
work open in Atlanta to properly 
trained women, types of positions 
available in these fields as regards 
educational, technica] and personal 
qualifications, salary, outlook, re- 
sponsibility, ete., and it will be so 
designed tu afford a bird’s eye view of 
the whole occupational field in At- 
lanta and intensive information about 
the sermrate occupations.

the people of the different churches 
concerning problems affecting all. 

They would. not agree upon every 
subject. Decided differences of opin- 
ion rise among the members of the 
smaller body, the Committee on 
Church Cooperation. But the com-

Paul had something like this in 
mind, we believe, when he cried: 

“Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give 
the light.” 

For these words are the heart of 
his great appeal for the drawing to- 
gether of all mankind through the 
spirit of Christ Jesus—that appeal in 
the letter to the Ephesians, where 
Paul wrote for us all: 

“Ye are no more strangers and for- 
eigners, but fellow citizens with the 
saints and of the household of God.” 

Words From Prison. 

There wete no denominational dif- 
ferences among the nearly 3,000 pris- 
oners at the Atlanta federal prison 
last Sunday. 

It was Mother's day, 

Charles N. Walker, in reporting the 
meeting to the committee, said: 

“Attendance in the prison chapel 
was purely voluntary. Never has 
there been a larger meeting in that 
place. Drawn together by memories 
of mothers, the men, all wearing flow- 
ers, met in one great body, regardless 
of creed, to do honor to motherhood.” 

Paul’s appeal for the unity of hu- 
manity, we remember, was written in 
a prison. 

Not for any crime wae he a pris- 
oner, but because the vision of the 
oneness of all mankind through Christ, 
our Lord, had driven Paul to count 
the sacrifice of his liberty and life as 
nothing, if he, by the grace of God. 
could make men know and realize that 
our Savior had broken down all of 
the barriers which divide the human 
family into races, nations and classes, 
and that through our risen Lord men, 
women and children everywhere might 
become fellow citizena in God’s King- 
dom, brothers and sisters with one 
another and with Jesus in one house- 
hold, whose head is our Father in 
hearen. 

Our Vision. 

God grant that we may have such a 
vision and spirit animating and driv- 
ing all of us! 

Is a prison necessary to give these? 

Friction between Atlanta’s churches 
is almost unknown. 

But something more than an ab- 
sence of friction is needed. 

This denominational peace and har- 
mony, it secems to us, is one of God’s 
methods of calling all tg a great ad- 
vance, based upon closer friendship 
and cooperation in the name and 
spirit of Christ, our Lord. 

Is not the Christian Counc! the 
very instrument and means for begin- 
ning and carrying on such an advance 
all along the line? 

The time is most opportune and ap- 
propriate. Great questions touching 
the lives and happiness of every home 
and family in Atlanta and Georgia are 
looming large before us. ‘Take, for 
example, the matters of education and 
taxation, 

The churches, as such, should not 
and could not try to dictate what 
shall be taught or who shall teach in 
our schools. Neither should nor could 
the churches seek to say how Atlanta 
shall raise and spend the money neces- 
sary for the support of the schools 
and the other departments of our 
municipal government. 

Should Churches Speak? 

But, when children are being denied 
an adequate education and our schools 
are being threatened with closing alto- 
gether for lack of funds, and when 
this lack of funds is attributed to the 
dodging of the paying of taxes, 
whether that dodging is accomplished 
by a man deliberately valuing his 
property at too low a figure when 
he returns it for taxation or by a man 
or Woman making no return at all, 
then and there, it would seem, the 
churches should speak with no uncer- 
tain voice, ' 

Under such eonditions {is tax dodg- 
ing a lesa sin than bootlegging? Both 
put stumbling blocks before our chil- 
dren. 

Is it not possible for fellow citi- 
zens of the Kingdom and members of 
the household of God to find a com- 
mon ground for action in solving their 
great problems? 

These questions, before ‘the commit- 
tee at ite last meeting, will be before 
the committee at its next meeting on 
Monday with a view to bringigg all 
of these matters before the Christian 
Council.

Father of Lincoln 
Was Not Great Man 
But Good Neighbor 


Janesville, Ill, May 16.—Thomas 
Lincoln, father of Vresident Linevin 
Was hot a great man, but he was a 
good neighbor, honest, sober, religious, 
truthful and paid his taxes, said Dr 
W. E. Barton, of Oak Park, authority 
on Lincoln, whose family history he, 
traced, in an address at the dedication 
teday of a monument to Thomas Lin- 
coln and Sarah Bush Lincoln, step- 
mother of the emancipator. 

A letter from President Coolidge 
was read at the ceremony, held un- 
der the auspices of the Lions’ Club 
of Illinois, paying tribute to the vir- 
tues which made possible the boyhood 
home of Abraham Lincoln. Frank O. 
Lowden, former governor of Illinois, 
spoke of Abraham Lincoln and bis ins 
fluence on the nation and the world. 

Thomas Lincoln and Sarah Bysh 
Lincoln are buried in the old Shiloh 
cemetery, three and one-half miles 
from their home at Goose Nest Prai- 
rie, near Farmington, Thomas’ grave 
was formerly marked by a monument, 
but it had been badly chipped and de- 
faced. His wife's grave, adjoining, 
had never been marked, 

“The world’s debt to Abraham Lin- 
coln’s mother, Nancy Hanks Lincoln,” 
wrote President Coolidge, “has al- 
ready been acknowledged in the ap- 
propriate monument standing in the 
midst of a beautiful park established 
and maintained by Indiana. It is fit- 
ting that 2 similar expression of grat- 
itude should now be erected in honor 
of his second mother, Sarah Lincoln, 
and of his father, Thomas Lincoln. 
Flumble as . these two people * were, 
their virtues ure those which consti- 
tute the besis of our American insti- 
tutions. They were honest, sober, vir- 
tuous and kind of heart. The education 
which they lacked they encouraged 
their son to secure and were proud 
when ‘he rose to a position which they 
could never themselves have attained. 
This is the spirit of true parenthood, 
sacrificial, devoted and sincere. 

“This stone is a tribute also to the 
vast company of humble men ind 
women, of whom the Lincoln family 
may be considered representative. 
Theirs were the courage and the 
endurance of the pioneer; theirs 
were the aspirafion and the vision of 
better things to come, which have car- 
ned American civilization across the 
mountains and to the farther ocean. 

‘‘America’s hope is in the stability 
and purity of its home life. This mon- 
ument commemorates not simply the 
individuals above over whose dust it is 
erected, but the home which they es- 
tablished and maintained. That home, 
lacking though it was in all our pres- 
ent luxuries and in many of our com- 
forts, was adequate for the develop- 
ment of character; it gave to the 
world Abraham JLinc®n.”

San Antonio. Texas, May 16.— 
“Suffering minorities’ among the 
Protestants of central and southern 
Burope sent a plea for aid to the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church of the United States in saes- 
sion here today. The plea came 
through the Rev. S. L. Morris, of At- 
lanta, Ga., and the Rev, Dunbar H. 
Ogden, of Mobile, Alabama, repre- 
senting the alliance of Presbyterian 
and reformed churches of the world. 

The division of Hungary and Jugo 
Slovakia has wrought havoc among 
the Presbyterian churches in those 
countries, the reports stated, From 
Hungary alone 780,000 members of 
the church were transferred to Ru- 
inania, said the Rev. Morris, who ce- 
scribed their condition as deplorable, 
both politically and physically. He 
declared they had been taken from a 
country where they had a_e strong 
separate entity and placed in sur- 
roundings where they are “a pitiful 
minority.” 

Spiers in Congregation. 

The ministers can not preach their 
church doctrines because of spies in 
the congregations and they can Sing 
only the hymns prescribed by the na 
tional authorities, he declared. Many 
of the churches have had their prop- 
erty confiscated under the guise of an 
edict, which provides that no Proi-| 
estant church with less than 300 
members will be permitted to main- 
tain a church building, according to/'| 
the report. 

The Rev. Ogden said petitions were 
being sent to the league of nations | 
asking aid for these ‘“‘scattered Protes- | 
tants.” The alliance of Presbyterian
